FIGS FOR PROFIT 


By R. A. VAN LOAN. 


One ot the problems that faces a great many 


land owners as well as prospective land owners la 
that of raising a crop that will bring1 them in a 
quick and sure income on a limited 
investment. 


Many have not the capital with which to go into 
the raising of oranges, lemons, walnuts, etc., owing 
to the length of time reuired and the expense at- 
tached to bringing such crops to maturity. 


To those who ara in such a position and wish 


something far better, and far better than evdn an 
Endowment Policy, the raising of Figs is to be seri- 
ously considered. 
For there is no fruit that comes 


Into bearing quicker, and where the life of the tree 
is longer. 


The third year after planting a Fig orchard, the 


crop should easily pay that year's expenses and 
steadily increase each year thereafter up to 15 years 
of age, when it will he in full bearing, when it is not 
unusual to clear from $500 to $1000 per acre yearly. 
At which time your orchard should be well worth 
around $2006 per acre. 


About 1018, 'the University of California, at its 


Kearney Ranch, near Fresno, received $30,000 from 
2400 trees (ail border trees) and the following year 
from the same trees netted $33,000, 
These Figs 


were Of the Adriatic variety (consider 76 trees lor 
ail acre). 


F'igs are one of the oldest Known fruits to man. 


And owing to'the long life of its trees, it is not 
essential to figure any depreciation on a Fig orchard, 
as must be •done in the cas'e of ordinary varieties of 
fruit.

! the National Geographic Society. 


"This tropical, Pacific coast re- 


gion of Ivlexieo was until a few 
years ago the Territory of Tepic," 
continues the bulletin. "But Mex- 
ico, 
like the 
United States, 
has 


been steadily revamping her terri- 
tories into -States, and old Tepic, 
rich in memories of the 
Spanish 


regime, was the latest to undergo 
the transformation. When it was 
advanced in 1!U7 to the status of 
statehood it took as its name that 
of the Nayarit mountains, which 
extend Into tlie region 
from tho 


north." 


In a communication to the so- 


ciety. Herbert Corey, who recently 
traveled through Nayarit, describes 
as follows tlse valley of the Santi- 
ago, 
Mexico's largest river, 
the 


learilng agricultural section of the 
now fitato: 


"One does not often hear oE the 


Santiago river, and 
ye.t it Is tlK< 


longest in Mexico, liising in tb° 
.state of Morelos, it flowa through 
Lake Chapala and on to the sea 
near Ran Bias. Cortez sailed it fo' 
some distance with his little barks. 
At intervals it roars through bar- 
rancas, which are sometimes 2000 
feet below the level of the sur- 
rounding plain, and in which the 
Indian farmers find a super-tropic 
climate that forces vegetation as 
might an equatorial hothouse. Dur- 
ing 
the rainy season 
the 
river 


spreads 25 miles wide through the 
flat, jungle-grown lower lands. 


"If. 
runs through farming land 


t h a t could feed two or three of 


own States, if the farmers were 


Mexico,^ only given a chance t-o farm, and 


not compelled at the muzzles of 
rifles, to drop the plow and be pa- 
triotas every little while. 


"This land would grow any sort 


of a tropical crop if it were given 
a chance. One can in season ride 
through miles of wild limes and 
lemons rotting on the ground. The 
thought of cultivating oranges lias 
never y.et come to the peon. It has 
not even occurred to him to fight 
the. black scale or whatever other 
enemy may attack the trees. The 
cocorito palm js responsible for a 
local soap-making monopoly, for 
its kernels are Go per cent oil. 


"There are fields of sugar-cane, 


and 
bananas 
flourish 
wherever 


planted. The best coffee in the 
world—at least, as good coffee as 
there is in the world—comes from 
this district. 
Rice 
and 
tobacco 


and dates and figs grow almost 
without attention. 
In 
the bar- 


rancas the vanilla bean is found. 


"Through Nayarit, from its an- 


cient Pacific port of San Bias, runs 
the remains of the old Spanish 
road eastward to Mexico City, and 
rlovvn through the lowlands beyond 
to Vera Cruz on 
the 
Atlantic. 


Thanks to The Road, 
the, east- 


bound, convoys from 
the Philip- 


pines were spared 
the 
perilous 


traverse around Cape Horn. 


"The. main highway was defend- 


ed by forts or by minor outposts at 
.slrategic points, and, from itn lesser 
trails were driven into the hills or 
the more inviting valleys, for the 
convenience of priest and miner. 


"Not until Porfirio Diaa began 


to build the not of Mexican rail- 
roads did The Road begin to fall 
into disuse, and even today there 
are wide stretches of country which 
can only be reached by it. In those 
back blocks one sees the Mexico 
tlinl appeared to the eyes of Baron 
Humboldt and Madam Calderon de 
la Barca."

calcium than in any other chem- 
ical element, the amount of cal- 
cium or lime in the diet is not the 
dominant factor in the 
calcifica- 


tion of the teeth. 


The dominant factor in this im- 


portant process is the amount of 
vitamin-A In the diet, according to 
research conducted by the Meilan- 
bys (husband and wife) for the 
medical research council in Lon- 
don. Their -work showed that when 
this particular Yilamin is taken in 
large amounts In the diet, it serves 
to retain and incorporate in the 
body tissues, the teeth 
particu- 


larly, the calcium salts in the diet., 
The Mellanbys observed this Im- 
portant physiological 
function of 


vitamin-A in the course, of studies. 
of the causation of rickets. When 
vitamin-A was 
deficient 
in 
tho 


diet, the more cereal 
oaten 
the 


worse formed were the teeth — in 
doj,'s. A diet of oatmeal gave the 
dogs poor teeth, both dentin and 
enamel being defective, but when 
crude (unpnrlfied or unchanged) 
cod Hver oil was added to (.be oat- 
meal 
diet, the 
teeth developed 


normally. 
Cod liver oil, if 
not 


"purified" is one of the richest 
sources of vitamin-A. 


No doubt the -herring eaten by the 


highlander furnishes enough vita- 
min-A to save his teeth from the 
bad effects of oatmeal alone. Milk 
if taken raw. and cream and but- 
ter. are likewise rich sources of 
vitamin-A: these additions serve 
to save the reputation of oatmeal 
as a health food. The Mellanbys 
observe that a dipt of eggs (egg 
yelk Is still another food rich in 
vitamin-A) milk, green vegetables. 
herring and oatmeal will produce 
normal teeth. On the other hand. 
a dietary of 
cereals. 
especially 


oatmeal, vegetable margarin. lard, 
lettn meat. Jam. surrar and tea, 
would lead to defective teeth.

vitamin-A by making a judicious 
selection of nutrients and relishes 
or roughage In our diet, from in- 
fancy upwards.

The Campaign Promise 


The time is at hand when the sixty-three can- 


didates for the municipal offices that are to 
be filled at the election on .the sixth of Novem- 
ber have the opportunity to formally state why 
they should enjoy the favor of the electorate. 
Registrar Zcmansky has mailed a sample bal- 
lot to every voter, together with a booklet con- 
taining each candidate's reason why he should 
be favored. As it costs ?10 for the first hun- 
dred words, and §15 for each succeeding hun- 
dred words, the statements are naturally some- 
what abreviated. .Hnrdly one of the candi- 
dates, the chances are, says all that might be 
said, according to his estimate of the. situa- 
tion, but not many of them charter space for 
the, second hundred words. 
The incumbent 


Mayor says he should be re-elected so that the 
progressive policies that have marked his three 
terms shall be continued, but his chief oppon- 
ent appeals on. the ground that these policies 
should be put an end to. 
Finn's opponent 


seeks votes on his record as a Supervisor. The 
nine supervisors seeking re-election also "stand 
ou their records,'"' in a generalization that may 
not be as effective as is desired. 
The new 


supervisorial candidates are variously stand- 
ing on the records they promise to make if 
elected. 
Ail in all,'the candidates-' booklet is 


unique, though not.as high-class literature as 
might be justified in a volume whose con- 
tents cost ten cents a. word. 
Threshing It Out 


Tim lieardon, president of the Board of 


Public AVorkiN who was looking out for the 
Mayor's interests when the cog .slipped ai the 
Union Labor couventiou and McSheehy re- 
ceived the indorsement, made the explanation 
that it was due to Eolph delegates getting 
tired in the small hours of the Sabbalh mom- 
ing, going home and thus depleting his sup- 
port till the opponent came on and won. 
Jaines Mullen, editor of the Clurion and self- 
declared partisan of Rolph, says this is not 
so. He says the convention consisted of 231 
delegates, and that 220 voted. Of the 11 who 
did not vote one left to go duck hunting, one 
was ejected for disorderly conduct, one quit 
because of a ruling that (lid not suit him and 
one had to go to work at 11 o'clock. 
The- re- 


port made it that McSheehy received 117 and 
JRolph 100 votes. 
If this is correct, and the 


whole eleven had voted for Rolph, McSheehy 
would stiil have received the indorsement. If 
the editor's elucidation was intended to help 
out the Mayor it would seem to be maladroit, 
for it shows that the assumption that the 
Mayor lost by a fluke is not well founded.

Samuel Gompers was feted at the I'alace 


Hotel Wednesday by James H. Harry. Perhaps 
no one in California is better entitled to do 
such honors. Barry, all his business life, has 
been a consistent champion of organized labor. 
Goraper.s is considered t!ie grand old man of 
the organization and at the recent annual ses- 
sion a"t Portland again withstood the effort 
within the ranks to supplant him. And he is 
standing np strong against the Bolshevic ten- 
dencies of the organization, for which sincere 
Americans without as well as within its ranks 
will applaud him. He may be outspoken in 
behalf of labor, but he doesn't want its ad- 
vantages to come in the demoralizing way that 
is characteristic of the Itussiuu method, or 
of the sort of tiling that lias manifested itself 
hi isolated instances iu other countries. 
Why Indorsement Was Withheld

Supervisor, William Stewart Scott, by seek- 
ing to become one, is an interloper, and being 
so nearly of the same name, will confuse the 
unheedfnl voter, with the result that votes 
intended for the incumbent will be cast for 
the newcomer. 
Petitioner at first desired 


that voters be forewarned by the insertion of 
"Incumbent" after his name. This was modi- 
fied by the request that his name be put on 
the ballot as "William Stoddard (Wild Bill) 
Scott." He represented that he had long been 
known by that sobriquet—best known, iu fact 
—and voters would be best 
informed by 


this differentiation. 
But the Court could find 


no warrant for granting the relief asked.

is thought the matter of permitting differen- 
tiation signs where two similar names are 
candidates for the same office at the same 
election will be made, a legislative issue.

Dingley was brought into the case 
when he was nominated to drive 
the car by the alleged owner. Mrs.

The drivers started-to practice; 


but there was no De Lage. 
The 


day of the race came; and 'still 
no De Lage. 
Leon T. Shattler, manager of the 


events, was unable to exntain why 
the car had not arrived. 
He did 


not know. No one knew but Toft 
and the De Lage people on the 
other side of the 
Atlantic; 
and 
t h e y wouldn't tell. 
Cables' to 
France were unanswered. 
Ques- 


tions asked Toft were evaded. 


Then it was believed that it had 


been a great hoax. Some claimed 
that Omar 
had 
never 
gone to 
France. 
Others claimed that the 


bandages on his head were only a 
part of his rnake-up.

joke and even

The joke became old. Toft got a 


new car called the 
OnijU'. 
He 


drove in meets all oyer the coun- 
try; but he was always considered 
a mystery and the De Lage fiasco 
was never cleared up. 


After marrying Mrs. Lebtla K. 


Norlham, the woman who had sent 
him to France for the De Lage and 
who financed the building of the 
Omar, Toft continued driving' for 
a time and then became the pro- 
prietor 
of 
a 
road 
house 
near 


Phoenix. 


Mrs. Toft died. Omar closed out 


his road-house and returned 
to 


Los Angeles where he worked in 
a garage. He got hold of the old 
800 inch De Lage and was to have 
had a new block and cirive ifun- 
der the 183 regulations in the 1921 
Thanksgiving Day race on the Los 
Angeles Speedway. 
The Phoenix 


dirt track race came first; and it 
was his hope to win enough to help 
out on the expenses of preparing 
the car for the Speedway event. 
He went to Phoenix with the De 
Lage and that was the end. 


There was nothing 
mysterious 


about the De Lage affair after all. 
according to the 
story 
told by 


Soules. Toft had tokl him of hl.s 
trip to Europe, although he had 
always maintained a 
stoical si- 


lence, even in the face of embar- 
rassment, on all other occasions. 


The story is Just this: Toft went 


to France with a sum slightly in 
excess of $25.000' with which ho 
was to purchase the De l>age and 
bring it to America In time for the 
Vand er hilt Cup and Grand Prix 
events.

Star of Iceland,-the Alaska salmon 
fleet was headed home again after 
another summer of fast, intsslve 
work in the North Pacific and in 
Bering Sea, men and ships seem- 
ingly both anxious for rest and 
'safe harbor tor the/winter on • the 
Alameda side of the estuary. 
And 


"this same "-million; dollar fleeti" 
owned and operated' by the Alaska 
Packers' Association of San Fran- 
c.'sco, is the largest operator In the 
Alaska 
salmon 
fisherias, 
which 


supply more than half the canned 
salmon used as food over half the 
world. 


The development of the salmon 


industry- has 'been one of the most 
remarkable on the Pacific Coast. 
Beginning in 1864 with a pack of 
2000 cises, of 
forty-eight 
one- 


pound tins .each, on the 
Sacra-, 


rnento river in California, the in- 
dustry has grown, until at its zenith 
in 1913, there was a total Pacific 
Coast 
pack 
of 
8,033,308 cases, 


valued at considerably more than 
*.40,000;QOO... . 


In 1922, 'the total Pacific Coast 


--pack amounted to 7,240,186 cases, 


or 347,529,880 pounds, or 
73,764 


tons/ 
Of this amount1, 4,501,428 


case's, or nearly two-thirds, came 
from Alaska., w..hefc 121 canneries 
were in operation. — 


And, .although'"the salmon fish- 
eries of tliip coast have brought 
dainty fopd to! millions and riches 
to • haany Engage; 3n the industry, 
little more:ia .knoivn of this stxango 
wanderer, of the 
deep, 
who ; is 


pounced upon and slain for use as 
-food on the only journey it makes 
during .life -to coastal waters and 
the ken .of man. 'It is tonly the 
piJlmeva! urge of race perpetuation 
that brings. tie 
salmon 
with/in 


the reach of mankind. 
The sal- 


/-" ruon makes one single journey in 


life from the 'Ocean depths. The 
aim of this journey, is to spawn in 
the rapid, co.ld waters of the moun- 
tain streams racing toward the Pa- 
cific, 
Once the eggs are laid, iC 


the salmon escapes the-nets of the 
fishermen, 3t returns again to the 
ocean depths—to die. 
.' 


W-here the salmon lives during 


the years intervening between the 
time when it -leaves the rivers, iu 
the prime and strength of youth, 
for the depths of the ocean and 
the time when it returns again to" 
perform its single act •crT'propaga- 
tion, is still a mystery,' notwith- 
standing all kinds .of endeavors to 
discover where this -species spends 
the time in the interim. 
~^. 


Today every effort is being made 


to perpetuate the-cize of. the van- 
OUE .salmon schools that swarm to 
the Pacific Coast 
streams 
each 


spring to spawn. And yet. in spite 
of these efforts, the -size of the 
schools is diminishing. Man is un- 
doubtedly the gr3atest menace to 
the perpetuation of the great sal- 
mon fisheries on this coast. When 
the enormous num.ber of fisner- 
men engaged and the 
immense 


quantity of gear employed are con- 
sidered*, 'one .sometimes wonders 
how any. of the 
fish 
in .certain 


Streams escape: 
High-water or low water, either 


of which will interfere with cer- 
tain :forms of fishing, storms and u— 
hundred and one small things in 
•favor of., the .fish, howeyer, assist 
the salmon in .dodging the ap- 
paratus and reaching the spawning 
beds in safety.. 
And, runless the 


-stream is completely Shocked -by a 
tight Dorrieade. an indeterminate 
number 'of salmon will escape all 
the pitfalls inan .and animals may 
«et for them. 
. 
One essential -fact in connection 


With tlie annual run of, spanning 
salmon should not be lost sight of. 


. As said before, *11 salmon idle after 
a iamoE, «a*, if laore- are 
t«*«achttheJij>KwniBS 


than ore necessary for the per- 
petuation of the race, the -exc3ss la 
an economic waste. 


In some sections an almost idola- 


trous faith has sprung ~up in the 
efficacy of artificial fish -culture 
for replenishing the ravages of 
man and animals. 
Whlla it is an 


exceedingly difficult thing to prove, 
the consensus of opinion is that 
axtifjcal culture does considerable 
goo'd, yet the very. fact that this 
cannot 
be 
conclusively 
proven 


ought to bs a warning to. all con- 
cerned not to put bKnd faith in it 
aloue. -The best way in" -which to 
conserve the fisheries of the coast 


. is by enacting and enforcing laws 
under -which a certain proportion 
of the runs will 
ba 
enabled to 
reach the spawning grounds and 
perform" -the final and most im- 
portant function of theiiy lives un- 
molested. 
If this Is done there 
can be no question of the perpstua- 
tion of the industry. If it is then 
supplemented 
by the- hatcheries, 
assurance on this, point would bo- 
doubly sure. 


Next to the fishing .operations of 
man, the gravest danger to the 
salmon 
fisheries 
of the 
Pacific 


Coast lies in the pollution of the 
rivers ivhich the salmon -ascend for 
Spawning purposes. 
The salmon, 


both :Old and young,, raquire pure, 
cold water. The emptying of .sew- 
a.ger into the streams ought to be 
made a. crime. 
Many of the fac- 


tories also have constructed dams 
without adequate flushways 
and 


these, also -wreak havoc on the in- 
dustry. 
Screens also should 
be 


placed at the head of every irri- 
gation ' ditch, 
with 
mesh 
fine 


enough ito exeluds even the tiniest 
baby salmon. 


In former years the San Joa- 


quin and the American and Feather 
rivers of the Sacramento system 
had large runs of salmon, but ex- 
cessive fishing and 
operation of 


various mining and irrigation proj- 
ects 
have 
practically— depleted 


them. 


In -the salmon^lnflxislry canning 


is and has been, almost from the 
start, the most -feasible method of 
preserving the fish and the prin- 
cipal branch of the industry. 
The 


first canning of salmon on the Pa- 
cific Coast was clone on the Sacra- 
mento river 'in- 1864, when G. \V. 
Hume, William Howe and Andrew 
S. Bapgood, operating under the 
firm name of Hapgood, Hunts & 
Go., started the work on a scow 
at Washington, Tolo county. 


But, although the first canning 


of salmon on the Pacific Coast 
Jooit place on the Sacramento river, 
that'-source-of supply has been 
abandoned beca.uss of pollution of 
the waters aiid the consequent dis- 
appearance of tlie fish in commer- 
cial quantities.

T;he greatest salmon-producing 


district of the world today is in the 
Bristol Bay section of .Bering Sea. 
This bay lies in the eastern section 
of 
Bering 
Sea, inside of a line

ant rivers empty into It, in all of 
which the annual rans of jaUaaofe.

Packers, among others, have im- 
portant stations, is considerably off 
the lines of steamship travel. 
As 


- a result, the companies operating 


here are compelled to own ships 
in which to transport. their em- 
ployees and supplies in the spring 
and to ta_ke back the men and the 
catch in the early fall. 
Cannery 


ships belonging to the Nushagak 
plants are taken into the bay and 
anchored as near the canneries as 
possible. Owing to 
shoals, this 


cannot be done on Kvichak Bay 
and 
the 
Naknek 
and 
TJgaguk 


rivers. In the early days the ships 
running- to the latter canneries 
were brought as close to the plants 
as possible, unloaded by means of 
scows and then taken to the Nsha- 
galc'for shelter. When their num- 
bers were too great, they were 
moored in the 
open 
about fiva 


miles off 
the 
point- separating 
Kvichak 
Bay 
and 
the 
Nalcnek 


river, where the anchorage is good 
and the vessels have little trouble 
in riding out storms. 


Nushaagk Bay, in which practi- 


cally all th-3 fishing is carried on, 
i'd a,bout thirty-five miles long and 
from five to fifteen miles wide. 
Sand bars and mud flalg, 
which 


are visible at low water, occupy 
the greater part of its area. 


In this nay^the drift gill net is 


the favorite apparatus used, al- 
though a few traps were also used 
up to this season, when they were 
forbidden. 
The fish be.gin to run 
very early here. Kings usually ap- . 
pear about June 5, reds .about June 
5 to S, cohos either late in June or 
early in Jury, and chum salmon 
and humpbacks about the same 
time. 
The 
king 
salmon, 
also 


known ag the chinook or quln- 
nat, is the largest, best known and 
most 
valuable 
of 
-the 
salmon 


species. It is found throughout the 
region -from the Ventura river, in 
Southern -California, 
to 
Norton 


Sound, Alaska, arsd an far south as 
North China on- the Asiatic coast. 
It has an average weight of about 
twenty-two pounds, although in- 
dividuals welching from seventy to 
over 100 pounds have been taken. 
The Tukon river is supposed to 
produce the finest samples. 


Red salmoTi, ^tiro known-as sock- 


eye, or blueback, forms the great- 
est part of the canned salmon of 
the world. The maximum weight 
la about twelve pounds and tha 
maximum length about three feet. 
Tho average weight is about five 
pounds. 
The open season for red 


salmon in tho Bristol Bay, Alnslca, 
district Is from from June 25 to 
July 2G only. 


A few specimens of the sorkeye 


have been taken as far south 03 
tho' Sacramento 
rivOr. In liuin- 


boklt county small runs are aaid (.o 
occur in tho Mad and-EeJ river.s. 
In Alaska, where this fish la known 
as the "red salmon," it ia abundant 
a.nd .runs 5n great numbers in all 
suitable streams. 


T<)e silver, or coho salmon, has 


flesh ot excellent flavor, but paler 
in color than the rexl salmon, und 
hence less valued for canning pur- 
poses. It h;ia a maximum weight 
of about thirty pounds, with a gen- 
eral average of about alx pounds. 


The humpback, or pink salmon, 


is the smallest o£ the American 
species, weighing from 
three to 


eleven pounds, the average being 
about four pounds. 
The southern 


limit of the fish is the Sacramento 
river. 
A largo run appears every 


other year in 1'ugct Sound, the only 
place on the coast where this la 
tho case, but it is in Southeastern 
Alaskan waters that the species ap- 
pears in . greatest abundance. 


The 
chum, 
or 
keta 
salmon, 


roaches a maximum 
weight of 


sixteen pounds, with an average of 
about eight. 
This species has a 


wide distribution. Jt is found as 
far south as San Francisco, but la 
not utilized commercially in Cali- 
fornia except in Eel river. 


In the commercial fishing for 


salmon, the gill net is the old- 
est 'and most popular form of ap- 
paratus in uss on the Pacific Coast. 
There are two kinds, drift and 
set, the names expressing the dif- 
ference between them. 


Drift gill netting is prosecuted 


chiefly in the 
estuaries 
of 
the 


rivers in ami near the channels. 
This is the only kind of flBhinff 
now allowed in the Bristol Hay, 
Alaska, district.

Mountain for Apes. 


The park .commissioners of Mil- 


waukee, realizing that monkeys en- 
tertain and hold the attention of 
visitors to the zoological gardens 
longer 
than any other exhibit, 


erected an oval shaped mound, sug- 
gestive of a mountain,'127 feet long 
and 82 feet wide, where the pri- 
mates' may be viewed "under as 
nearly natural conditions as pos- 
sible. 
On thfe south side of 
the 


mound a concrete, cave was con- 
structed 
with 
an 
alcove facing 


south. 
This 
gives a 
large1 open 


space, protected from 
the north, 


west and east winds in the eariy 
spring and late fall. 
At one end 


of the mound are a series of rock 
shelves about four feet wide, upon 
which the .monkeys disport thern- 
selves and where they also receive 
their food. From the highest point 
on the mound a rivulet flows, wind- 
ing its way westward over rocky 
precipices' to a moat below, where 
it terminates in a fairly extensive 
sand beach, on which the monkeys 
can bask in the sun. • The entire 
surface "of the mound; with the ex- 
ception of the sand beach, is sod- 
ded.

Th2y were'brave, daring.and hardy, 
but received very poor pay.. They 
were clean and mannerly, although 
at some times a little rough. 


In ISfil when war broke out the 


schedule was made from California 
to Kansas. :. It was seven days, four 
hours and twenty-three minutes. 


Many of the-riders went to war 


and 
their places were taken by 


rough, 
unmannerly 
and 
brutal 


men. These men often robbed the 
company of mail.. 
._ In 1865 Mr. Berija'min EC :Holla- 
day bought the company. 
Three 
years later .the business slackened 
and inM870 it.was disbanded be- 
cause the Trans-Continental Rail- 
way came into use, but the Pony 
Express is still remembered, ai- 
though it disbaridsd more than 
fifty years ago.
